Final 8 organizers are hoping the Canadi¬ 
an Interuniversity Sport men’s basketball 
championship sparkles on its silver 
anniversary in Halifax. 

The annual tournament, which spent 
the past three years in Ottawa after a 24- 
year run in Halifax, is back in town from 
Friday to Sunday at the Metro Centre. 

“Although it’s not the 25th consecutive 
hosting, it’s still the 25th,” said Phil 
Currie, executive director of host Atlantic 
University Sport. “It’s the first time that’s 
ever happened in CIS history — and I 
don’t think it will ever happen again.”

Judge doesn’t buy Calder’s claim 


Anne Calder claimed she 
thought she was only smug¬ 
gling tobacco — not drugs 
— to an inmate, but a judge 
didn’t believe her. 

Calder, a former crimi¬ 
nal lawyer, was convicted 
on all three trafficking 
charges at the Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court Thursday. 

She will be sentenced on 
April 4. 

Calder previously testi¬ 
fied packages arrived in her 
mail box the summer of 
2009. She said she thought 


it was tobacco tightly 
wrapped in cellophane. 

Her client, Thomas Iz- 
zard, called her and asked 
her to deliver them to him 
at the Central Nova Scotia 
Correctional Facility in 
Burnside. 

She testified she felt 
guilty for missing Izzard’s 
bail hearing due to illness, 
so she thought she would 
sneak him contraband to¬ 
bacco on July 14, 2009. 

“I should have stayed 
away from this but I 


thought it was tobacco... 
I’m a softie,” Calder testi¬ 
fied. 

According to her testi¬ 
mony read in court Thurs¬ 
day, Calder thought 
inmates were more secre¬ 
tive about smuggling drugs 
and no one would have left 
drugs in her mailbox. 

Guards noticed suspi¬ 
cious behaviour between 
Calder and Izzard in the in¬ 
terview room, found the 
“prison package” on Izzard 
and called police. The pack-

The convictions were a 
shock to Calder, who 
wiped away tears and cov¬ 
ered her face with her 
hands. 

age contained hydromor- 
phone, a prescription 
painkiller, wrapped in to¬ 
bacco. 

Police found two similar 
packages in her law office 
during a search. One con¬ 


tained more hydromor- 
phone and the other had 
marijuana. 

Judge Kevin Coady said 
he didn’t believe Calder’s 
story, especially since she’s 
a criminal lawyer with 15 
years of experience and 
would have known the 
package contained drugs. 

She was convicted on 
two charges of possession 
with the purpose of traf¬ 
ficking and a single charge 
of trafficking.

A 50-year-old man died in 
an industrial accident in 
Timberlea on Thursday 
morning.

A taxpayer advocacy group 
is accusing the provincial 
government of “colluding” 
with unions while planning 
their re-entry into the 
paving business. 

The Canadian Taxpayers 
Federation released docu¬ 
ments on Thursday show¬ 
ing the Department of 
Transportation and Infra¬

payer dollars on setting up

Disgraced integrity com¬ 
missioner Christiane 
Ouimet says the auditor 
general’s report that led to 
her surprise resignation 
was neither fair nor accu¬ 
rate. 

Testifying under oath, 
with her lawyer by her 
side, Ouimet told a House 
of Commons committee 
that auditor general Sheila 
Fraser’s December report 
was flawed. 

“I’m here to point out 
that there are serious 
flaws and erroneous facts 
that have attacked my rep¬ 
utation,” she said Thurs¬ 
day in her first public 
statement since the con¬ 
troversy over her depar¬ 
ture erupted. 

The report said Ouimet 
bullied and intimidated 
staff and failed to fulfil her 
mandate to protect public 
service whistleblowers. 

Ouimet resigned with a 
lucrative severance pack¬ 
age two months before the 
report was released. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said Thursday the 
half-million dollar payout 
was the cheapest and 
fastest way to get rid of 
her. He said the govern¬ 
ment couldn’t just fire her.

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Stiff competition deals blow to Transat 


Shares of Transat A.T. Inc. 
plummeted almost 30 per 
cent on Thursday after the 
company missed analyst ex¬ 
pectations on first-quarter 
earnings. 

The Montreal-based tour 
operator reported that it 
narrowed its quarterly net 
loss to $13.5 million, or 36 
cents per share, but faced 
tougher competition and 
reduced prices by rivals. 
The results compared with 


Transat’s after-tax 
loss per diluted 
share was 51 cents, a 
far deeper per-share 
loss than the 33 cents 
analysts expected. 

a loss of $13.9 million, or 37 
cents per share, in the first 
quarter a year ago. 

“It was a difficult quar¬ 
ter, mainly because of ongo¬ 
ing intense competition in 
the sun-destinations mar¬ 


ket, which consumers are 
taking advantage of,” said 
president and chief execu¬ 
tive Jean-Marc Eustache. 

Looking ahead, Transat 
said its second-quarter ca¬ 
pacity in the North Ameri¬ 
can vacation market is 
about nine per cent higher 
than last year. Meanwhile, 
bookings and load factors 
are improved over last year 
and selling prices are simi¬ 
lar. In France, bookings are 


slightly higher than last 
year. 

Transat expects the re¬ 
sults of the second quarter 
to be similar to last year, as 
the favourable impact from 
a strong Canadian dollar is 
offset by higher fuel costs. 

On the summer transat¬ 
lantic market, Transat said, 
capacity and bookings are 
10 per cent higher than last 
year.

Apple appears to have 
chosen, right from the 
start, to make less of a prof¬ 
it from its iPads than it does 
from iPods and iPhones. 

Apple’s profit margin on 
the entry-level iPad model 
is about 25 per cent, accord¬ 
ing to an estimate by Toni 
Sacconaghi at Bernstein Re¬ 
search in New York. By con¬ 
trast, the company’s profit 
margin for all products, be¬ 
fore corporate overhead, 
was 38.5 per cent in the 
most recent quarter.

Bauer Performance Sports 
says its sales will grow as it 
invests in research and de¬ 
velopment for new gear to 
protect hockey players, 
amid hot debate over con¬ 
cussions in the NHL. 

Kevin Davis, Bauer’s 
CEO, spoke in Toronto on 
Thursday as Bauer began 
life as a publicly traded 
company. 

Trading got off to a 
bumpy start, with newly 
listed shares falling five 
cents below their issue 
price of $7.50 as markets 
declined in Canada and 
the United States. 

Still, Bauer is the 
biggest player by far in the 
hockey-equipment mar¬ 
ket, and Davis says the 
company will spend mon¬ 
ey on creating new prod¬ 
ucts to expand its sales 
rather than focus on sell¬ 
ing more of its existing 
gear. 

One example is neck 
protectors, a required 
piece of equipment for al¬ 
most two-thirds of the 
one million children 
around the world regis¬ 
tered in youth hockey.

The pattern of aging in hu¬ 
mans is not too different 
from most other primates, 
such as chimpanzees, mon¬ 
keys and baboons, new re¬ 
search shows. 

A team led by Anne 
Bronilcowski of Iowa State 
University studied data on 
primate aging collected 
over decades around the 
world and compared it 
with statistics on modem 
Americans. Some experts 
have thought that because 
people have relatively long 
lifespans, humans aged dif¬ 
ferently from other mam¬ 
mals. 

The research team 
believed that any major 
difference between 
humans and primates was 
most likely to show up 
with modem people, 


rather than a hunter-gath¬ 
erer culture, Bronilcowski 
said. 

“And the fact that we 
don’t find a difference 
there is more compelling.” 

The basic pattern they 
found is a relatively high 
risk of dying in infancy, a 
low risk of death during 
the juvenile years and then 
an increased risk of dying 
as aging progressed. Also, 


they found that in most 
cases males don’t live as 
long as females. 

“Human patterns are 
not strikingly different, 
even though wild primates 
experience sources of mor¬ 
tality from which humans 
may be protected,” the au¬ 
thors wrote in a study pub¬ 
lished online Thursday in 
the journal Science.

Red Riding Hood

On paper turning Red 
Riding Hood into a glossy 
gothic horror movie isn’t 
a bad idea. 

In fact, if you watched 
large portions of Twilight 
director Catherine Hard- 
wicke’s failed franchise 
starter with the sound 
off, it would still seem 
like a good idea. 

Unfortunately beyond 
the impressive images 
created by the 
production-designer- 
turned-director, the film¬ 
makers didn’t seem to 
know what to do with 
the concept. There’s no 
point in a detailed plot 
description, because it 
doesn’t make much 
sense. 


It involves a medieval 
town haunted by a big 
bad wolf, a disturbed 
monster hunter hired to 
slay the beast, and a pret¬ 
ty girl in a red hood with 
two generic love 
interests. Much of the 
film dwells on uncover¬ 
ing the identity of the 
wolf and the convoluted 
mystery plot is filled 
with so many red 
herrings that it’s impos¬ 
sible to care when the re¬ 
veal finally arrives. 

The love triangle is 
equally uninspired and 
was clearly emphasized 
in an attempt to make 
the movie feel like 
Twilight. Unfortunately, 
it’s unlikely that even 
the not-so demanding 
Twi-hard community will 
fall for that. Not even 
Gary Oldman’s presence 
as snarling witch hunter 
is effective and that 
should have been a 
given. In the end, Red 
Riding Hood has the 
gloss and artistic merit 
of a 90-minute Super 
Bowl commercial.

O Canadian actor goes back to 
1970s Montreal for newest film 
O Shows off his dancing skills in 
movie set in the disco era 


Justin Chatwin may have 
found his way into Holly¬ 
wood with movies like 
Steven Spielberg’s War Of 
The Worlds, but the actor 
recently told Metro that 
he’s long hoped to work 
in Canadian film. 

“When I was starting 
out I couldn’t get into the 
indie filmmaking scene in 
Vancouver because it’s 
very tightly knit, so I tried 
my luck in Los Angeles 
and had some success. But 
my goal was always to 
come back to Canada and 
make films,” admitted 
Chatwin. “I’m not an ex¬ 
pat, I’m very patriotic. So 
when I read the script for 
Funkytown and it looked 
like a bold and challeng¬ 
ing role, I immediately 
signed on.” 

Chatwin stars as the 
sexually confused Tino in 
Funkytown, a cocaine-fu¬ 
elled expose of the volatile 
’70s Montreal disco scene. 
The movie is a dark, yet vi¬ 
brant look at a forgotten 
time, revelling in the bad 
behaviour, music, and 
fashions that defined the 
era. 

Chatwin plays a closet¬ 
ed gay man with little 
hope of acceptance who 
inevitably experiences his 
fair share of abuse. How¬ 
ever, the actor jokes that 
aspect of the role was 
hardly his greatest chal¬ 
lenge.

conflicted emotions or vi¬ 
olence that was difficult 
because I’ve done that. I 
hadn’t ever danced my 
face off on film before and 
you really have to put 
your ego aside when you 
do that,” he said. 

Funkytown debuts out¬ 
side of Quebec on Friday, 
marking a big week for 
the actor who also just 
learned that his cult 
Showtime series Shame¬ 
less has been renewed for 
a second season. Chatwin 
describes the show as a ca¬ 
reer highlight and also 
notes that it has been one 
of his most difficult proj¬ 
ects to shoot.

It's time for Shaun Of The 
Dead and Hot Fuzz fans as 
well as all open and closet¬ 
ed nerds to rejoice. Simon 
Pegg and Nick Frost return 
next week with Paul. 

The longtime friends 
and collaborators co-wrote 
and star in a new film about 
a pair of British comic book 
geeks who embark on a 
USA/UFO road trip from 
Comic-Con and end up be¬ 
friending an alien. Despite 
having co-starred several 
times in film and television 
before, the movie marks 
the first time the pair have 
written together. 

“Funnily enough, since 


we met about 17, 18 years 
ago we always wrote little 
things together that never 
came to fruition," Pegg told 
Metro. “Paul was our 
chance to finally do some¬ 
thing and finish it. It be¬ 
came a point of honour to 
get it done. There were days 
where we were literally 
apoplectic with laughter ly¬ 
ing on the floor crying our 
eyes out over stuff that did¬ 
n’t even end up in the 
script." 


The film also represents 
the first time the pair 
worked within the Holly¬ 
wood studio system and 
though they admit that 
means they had to slightly 
curb their sensibilities to 
play to a broader audience, 
they were able to still main¬ 
tain their distinct comedic 
voice. 

“I always use the phrase, 
you mutate to survive,” said 
Pegg with Frost jokingly 
adding, “I think that we’ve 


managed to hopefully write 
a love letter to Steven Spiel¬ 
berg and the fan boys on 
one hand and on the other 
hand make something 
which is slightly more ac¬ 
cessible for everyone to 
watch, even women.” 

Though Paul should ap¬ 
peal to a wider crowd, Pegg 
and Frost know that their 
core fanbase shares their 
pop culture obsessions and 
certainly know how to ap¬ 
pease them.

It’s been 15 years since 
Matthew McConaughey 
had his first major role in 
Joel Schumacher’s 1996 
thriller A Time to Kill. In 
that film, McConaughey 
played an idealistic young 
defence attorney with 
right on his side — a far 
ciy from his role in Brad 
Furman’s new legal drama 
The Lincoln Lawyer, where 
he’s more of an oppor¬ 
tunist than a crusader. 

“You can get away with 
a bit more,” says the 42- 
year-old actor when asked 
if the part of Los Angeles 
criminal defence attorney 
Mickey Haller — a guy 
who happily defends the 
guilty if the money is right 
— was appealing for him 
precisely because of its 
slceezier dimensions. “You 
can be Mr. In-Between. You 
can go left or right. You 
have more jokers up your 
sleeve. You’re more free. 
It’s fun.” 


Haller’s character has 
his origins in a series of 
novels by Michael Connel¬ 
ly, but McConaughey says 
he didn’t feel any pressure 
to live up to what was on 
the page. 

“I didn’t think about ex¬ 
pectations. My initial 
thoughts were based on 
what Michael Connelly 
wrote, and then when it 
goes to script form, you ob¬ 
viously end up losing some 
of what’s in the book. But I 
thought the essence was 


still there in the script, 
and Michael feels the same 
way, which is nice to hear. 
That’s the best compli¬ 
ment I can give (the film).” 

McConaughey says he 
was also very pleased with 
the film’s soundtrack, 
which rolls ’70s soul and 
contemporary hip-hop into 
one swaggering package. 

“(Director) Brad Furman 
has a really good ear for 
hip-hop. He wanted to go 
old-school, to get that feel¬ 
ing of the streets, and I 


loved that. This is not the 
usual soundtrack for these 
kinds of movies, and think 
it contemporizes the stoiy 
while also making it a 
throwback. It’s the sound 
of the streets, of down¬ 
town L.A.” 

Despite being a long¬ 
time Los Angeles resident, 
McConaughey says he was 
a little thrown by the 
hometown shoot. “Ninety 
per cent of the places we 
were at I’d never seen be¬ 
fore,” he laughs.

An actor who is 

on his game 


O As in his new series Endgame, Patrick Gallagher seems to have a 
knack for making the right moves 


The way Patrick Gallagher 
picks TV shows, he should 
be picking race horses. 
Eveiy show is a winner, es¬ 
pecially with critics. Be¬ 
sides Glee, he’s either been 
a regular or had memo¬ 
rable roles on Da Vinci’s In¬ 
quest, Entourage, Men of a 
Certain Age and True 
Blood. 

The Canadian producers 
of his latest series are hop¬ 
ing the B.C. native’s luck 
holds. The 42-year-old actor 
is set to star opposite 
Shawn Doyle in Endgame, 
a new Vancouver-based dra¬ 
ma premiering March 14 
on Showcase. 

Doyle plays Arkady Bala- 
gan, a Russian chess master 


who refuses to leave a luxu¬ 
rious Vancouver hotel after 
the murder of his fiance 
outside the front entrance. 
Gallagher plays Hugo Lum, 
the hotel’s burly head of se¬ 
curity tasked to toss the 
Russian for not paying his 
bills. 

Before you can say 
“checkmate,” Balagan finds 
a way to stay solvent and 
not leave the premises: by 
solving crimes. By thinking 
several moves ahead, he ap¬ 
plies his chess skills to de¬ 
tective work, drawing in 
helpers who act as his 
“pawns” around the hotel. 

“I’m sort of his only an¬ 
tagonist,” says Gallagher, 
interviewed earlier this 


year on the set of the series. 

Doyle and Gallagher do 
seem to relish their playful 
confrontations on the set. 
A scene set in front of the 
hotel lobby elevators pro¬ 
duces laughs as take after 
take finds Balagan again 
holding Lum in check. It’s 
like watching a tennis 
game where timing is the 
ball and nothing is out of 
bounds. “We developed 
that really early,” says Gal¬ 
lagher. “It’s been fun.” 

Doyle says Gallagher is a 
man of “great comic abili¬ 
ties” and admires the risks 
he takes to make Lum look 
lame. He says the charac¬ 
ter “tries to be smart, tries 
to be suave and swift, 


and when he tries to be 
those things, he’s even less 
so.” 

Over a relatively short 
career, Gallagher has acted 
opposite some of the 
biggest stars in show busi¬ 
ness. He played opposite 
Russell Crowe in Master 
and Commander: The 
Far Side of the World and 
joined Sandra Oh — whom 
he has known since their 
days studying at the 
National Theatre School of 
Canada — on the film Side¬ 
ways. The box office hit 
Night at the Museum put 
him in the company of 
Ben Stiller, Robin Williams 
and Owen Wilson.

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Before Twitter, Sheen did films 



Let’s go back to a happier, 
simpler time, when Char¬ 
lie Sheen was known pri¬ 
marily as an actor, and not 
a multimedia motor 
mouth who’s coined such 
instant catchphrases as 
“winning” and “tiger 
blood,” and behaved so er¬ 
ratically that he lost his 
high-paying TV gig. 

For a while there — 
mostly in the ’80s — 

Sheen made movies, like 
his father, Martin Sheen, 
and his brother, Emilio Es¬ 
tevez. Sure, he appeared in 
his share of idiotic come¬ 
dies and action flicks, but 
he also delivered some 
strong roles and worked 
with some daring 
directors. So let’s take a 
look at Sheen’s five best 
performances — outside 
of his Twitter account or 
webcast Sheen’s Korner, 
that is.

Platoon 

(1986) 

Sheen is at the centre of 
Oliver Stone's Vietnam 
War epic — he's standing 
in for Stone, really — as a 
young man conflicted 
about war and his place 
in the world, while simul¬ 
taneously being torn be¬ 
tween two powerful 
superiors. The film is im¬ 
mediate, intense and vis¬ 
ceral, the winner of four 
Academy Awards includ¬ 
ing best picture and best 
director. This, and the 
next film on the list, 
would make Sheen a su¬ 
perstar in the mid-1980s. 


Wall Street 
(1987) 

Sheen reunites with 
Stone for a movie that 
could not be more reflec¬ 
tive of its place and time. 
He stars as Bud Fox, an 
ambitious, young stock¬ 
broker who's willing to 
do whatever he must to 
get to the top. Again, 
he's torn between two in¬ 
fluential men: Michael 
Douglas in his Oscar-win¬ 
ning role as the greedy 
Gordon Gekko and Mar¬ 
tin Sheen, who's also 
playing his on-screen fa¬ 
ther, a union leader who 
taught Bud to respect his 
blue-collar upbringing. 
Bud is intoxicated by his 
lavish new lifestyle. 


Ferris Bueller’s Day Off 
(1986) 

He only had a brief part 
— not nearly the screen 
time of star Matthew 
Broderick or even Alan 
Ruck as Ferris's best 
friend, Cameron. But he's 
a pivotal force in helping 
Jennifer Grey, as Ferris's 
frustrated sister, loosen 
up and let go of her jeal¬ 
ousy. Sitting in a police 
station with messy hair 
and dark circles under his 
eyes, he's a dangerous 
delinquent but also kind 
of sexy. Appropriately, 
the first word he utters to 
her is, “Drugs?" But by 
the end, he's got Grey 
making out with him. 



Eight Men Out 
(1988) 

John Sayles' film about 
how the 1919 Chicago 
White Sox threw the 
World Series is probably 
the best movie ever 
made about baseball. It's 
intelligent, detailed and 
earnest, but it may not be 
for everyone, since it is 
literally so inside 
baseball. Still, it placed 
Sheen among a tremen¬ 
dous ensemble cast, fea¬ 
turing John Cusack, David 
Strathairn and John Ma¬ 
honey. He played centre 
fielder Oscar “Hap" 

Felsch, who initially was 
reluctant to go along 
with the scheme but 
soon gave in. 





Major League 
(1989) 

It seems only fitting in 
retrospect that Wild 
Thing was the song that 
played when Sheen's 
character came out of the 
bullpen — and that he 
has difficulty with 
control. As Rick “Wild 
Thing" Vaughn, Sheen 
did his own pitching and 
supposedly hit 83 mph on 
the radar gun. As he'd de¬ 
clare these days in one of 
his many exclamatory 
tweets, “Fastball!" The 
story of a Cleveland Indi¬ 
ans team that plays bet¬ 
ter to avoid having the 
owner move them to Mi¬ 
ami is still amusing today.

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Incendies tops Genies 

O The drama won a leading eight awards O Barney’s Version takes seven 



Denis Villeneuve’s Oscar- 
nominated saga Incendies 
blazed through the Genie 
Awards to claim Canada’s 
top film prizes Thursday, 
clinching wins for best 
film, best director, best 
adapted screenplay and 
best actress. 

Last year, the soft-spo¬ 
ken Quebec director 
swept the field with his 
haunting, black-and- 
white rendering of the 
Montreal massacre, Poly¬ 
technique. 

This time, Villeneuve 
said he was stunned to 
win the top prizes a sec¬ 
ond time, describing his 
directing rivals - includ¬ 
ing Richard J. Lewis, Za- 
vier Dolan, Vincenzo 
Natali and Daniel Grou, 
a.lc.a. Podz - as particular¬ 
ly formidable this year. 

“To be honest I was 
sure I would not win this 
year,” Villeneuve said 
backstage about his re¬ 
markable haul. “I think 
that the competition has 
never been that tough.” 

Earlier in the night, 


Villeneuve bemoaned a 
lack of support in general 
for homegrown films in 
English Canada compared 
to what he sees in his 
home province of Quebec. 

“Last year I won for 
Polytechnique. I won nine 
Genie awards. I made the 
front page everywhere in 
Quebec. But here, in the 
Globe and Mail, I was just 
beside dead people, at the 
end of the last page,” Vil¬ 
leneuve said on the red 
carpet before the trophies 
were handed out. 

Barney’s Version, the 
cinematic adaptation of 
Mordecai Richler’s 

sprawling final novel, fol¬ 
lowed close behind In¬ 
cendies with seven prizes, 
including acting trophies 
for stars Paul Giamatti, 
Dustin Hoffman and Min¬ 
nie Driver. 

The Hollywood heavy¬ 
weights were notably ab¬ 
sent at the ceremony, 
leaving the presenters to 
accept the trophies on 
their behalf. 

Giamatti took the best 


actor prize for his por¬ 
trayal of curmudgeonly, 
hockey-mad protagonist 
Barney Panofsky, widely 
seen as an alter-ego of 
Richler himself. In Janu¬ 
ary, the Sideways star also 
won a Golden Globe for 
the role, using his accept¬ 
ance speech to profess his 
love for Canada and Mon¬ 
treal, where the film was 
shot. He expanded those 
sentiments Thursday. 

“I’m very, very sorry 
not to be there in person 


this evening,” Giamatti 
said in a statement read 
by co-star Rachelle 
Lefevre. 

“This is a hugely grati¬ 
fying honour to receive. 
To be acknowledged in 
the country that pro¬ 
duced this great film, the 
tremendous novel it’s 
based on and the unique¬ 
ly brilliant Mordecai Rich¬ 
ler is pleasing and 
moving to me beyond 
words.”

Besides being a deli¬ 
cious addition to your diet, 
blueberries have been 
linked to numerous health 
benefits. And the good 
news is that it doesn’t 
seem to matter whether 
you consume fresh, frozen 
or even dried blueberries. 

Of course, it’s easiest to 
eat blueberries out of hand 
or sprinkled over yogurt or 
cereal (just 40 calories per 
125-ml/l/2-cup serving), 
but they also make an ex¬ 
cellent addition to cooked 
dishes, and not just the 
usual desserts and baked 
goods. Blueberries can 
have a savoury side, too. 

Consider adding fresh 
or dried blueberries to 
your stuffing next time 
you roast a chicken or 
turkey. They even make a 
surprising addition to a 


meat loaf or burger, espe¬ 
cially when blended with 
ingredients such as onions 
and Dijon mustard 

For this recipe, blueber¬ 
ries are cooked down with 
chopped onion, minced 
fresh ginger and white bal¬ 
samic vinegar to make a 
sweet and tangy ketchup 
to accompany lean pork 
tenderloin. But the 
ketchup would go just as 
well on top of a burger.
